ITALY REFUSES TO PAY 
AUSTRIA RETURN VISIT 


Decides that Austria Is Procrastinating 
In Explaining Dismissal of Itallans 
from Trieste Posts, 


Rome, Sept. 6.—As a result of Aus- 
tria, procrastination {s giving  sat- 
isfaction to Italy in the matter of 
Prince Hohenlohef Ukase's dismissal of 
Itallans holding munteipal posts In 
Trieste Whe Italian government has can- 
celled the foreign minister's return of 
the visit recently made by Count Berch- 
thold. 

The recent anti-Italian decrees have 
caused considerable tenslon In the di- 
plomatic relations between the two 
countries and Salvatore Barzilia, the 
prominent Italian politician, writing In 
the Milano Zecolo sums up the situ- 
ation by the association, that Austria 
has long regarded ils duties arising 
from the triple alliance as being mere- 
ly formal instead of being the embodi- 
ment of a friendly reciprocity. Aus- 
tria, he says, tn failing to return Hum- 
hert's visit, violated extra territorial 
rights. 


HOMELESS ARE 
CAMPING. HEA 
RUINS OF ITY 


People of Hot Springs Who 
Were Driven Out by flames 
Will Be Aided, 


DESTRUCTION AREA, 
FIFTY CITY BLOCKS 


Fire One of the Most. Disas- 
trous That Has Ever Been 
Experienced in State of Ar- 
kansas, 


Hot Springs, Ark., Sept. 6—Stunned 
by the extent of the damage of last 
night’s fire, which swept more than $0 
elty blocks here with an estimated loss 
of 86,000,000, the people of Hot 
Springs today took first steps toward 
rehabitating. 

Mayor McLendon accepted Governor 
Hayes’ offer of two companies of state 
militia and ordered a mass meeting of 
citizens for later in the day when It 
will be decided whether the city will 
call upon outside cities for help. 

It is estimated about 2,500 persons 
were made homeless. The majority of 
these are camping temporarily In the 
vicinity of the Oaklawn race track and 
state fair grounds, 

Ploturesquo Sight. 

Grand avenue, leading from the 
burned area to the fair grounds, today 
presented a picturesque sight. Hund- 
reds of families with the little they 
saved from the ruins were gathered 
along the roadway gradually working 
their way to the camp grounds, The 
militia will aid these people and guartl 
the devastated districts. There is no 
danger of a water famine, according ‘to 
the authorities. Even if the «supply 
were cut off, there are a number of 
cold springs through the city furnish- 
ing sufficient water for all purposes. 
It was announced today that the city 
will be without electric light for 60 
days, -

newspaper here, barely escaped des- 
truction by the flre last night, and did 
not issue {ts regular editions. -The 
New Era and Daily News, the afternoon 
papers, are without power and unable 
to publish,

It 
was ooncluded that he knew nothing of 
the crime, 

Detective Meehan went to-the south 
side last nght where it was reported 
that two men had been seen who would 
answer the descriptions, but nothing 
could be learned of their whereabouts, 

The search for the men was con- 
tinued today. 

After a '40-mile trip north on the 
Athabasca trail Captain Simpson of lhe 
detective force with Plain Clothes Of- 
ficer Moore returned ‘today without 
having caught up to the gypsies they 
were after. Since yesterday afternoon 
when they brought {n one man who re- 
mained behind, they have persistently 
tracked the band, but never got within 
25 miles of them, 


~The gypsies moved north rapidly and 


reports state that last night they en- 
camped half way between here and the 
Landing. 

Allalong the line the officers found 
places where they had rested for a few 
minutes making a hurried fire with 
which to cook their food and then hur- 
ried on, 

They did nol stop at all the night be- 
fore last, but continued — straight 
through, One of the most substantial 
clues which they have left behind them 
!s that of a cow which they dragged 
along and which aroused the nolice of 
the. people along the route. ‘The 
animal was not able to travel as fast 
as the horses and had to be continual- 
ly urged to keep up. 

The police feel certain that the men 
they want are in this band and accord- 
ingly early this morning Chief Carpen- 
ter communicated with the Mounted 
Police both here and at Athabasca, ask- 
Ing that the party be watched for. It 
Is certain that they are making for this 
place and evidently with the greatest 
haste, Upon their arrival there they 
will be held until further investigation 
can be made,

try, : 
In view of the vapid strides made 
by the mining industry and the almost 
revolutionary e@hanges in 
greater safely for men, it is. believed 
that this will be the greatest national 
rally ever held by any industry, With 
the changes 


disoussed by men of country-wide 
prominence. 
Safoty Is Prominent, 

The safety feature will undoubtedly 
peccupy a large place in both the con- 
vention and the mining show or ex- 
position. The desire of the operators 
and mining men generally the better 
{to safeguard their men who work In 
the dark underground passage has Jed 
{o a multitude of safely devices, and 
this will be the opportunity for the 
mining man to decide for himself what 
is most eMéjient and best adapted to 
his work, ; 

The West, which is much interested

’ To Give Rescue Demonstration. 

The great coal companies of Penn- 
sylvania are now making = arrange- 
ments for a number of their rescue 
cargto be on exhibition in Philadel- 
phia. The exposition authorities have 
‘completed plans for a working coal 
mine in the basement of Horticultural 
hall, in which the mining show is to 
be held, and in one part of the mine 
there will be a realistic demonstration 
of the work of the rescuers from the 
coal companies and the United States 
bureau of mines, ‘Twvo or three ‘of the 
biggest coal companies in Pennsylvania 
that have developed the ‘safety: first" 
movements will show.their methods in 
moving pictures. 
this work vill be shown also by the 
bureau of mines, 

“The meeting of the best known and 
most progressive mining men in the 
world at this Philadelphia convention 
for the interchange of ideas’ and for 
better co-operative efforts promises to 
mark a new era for the industry,” said 
James F, Callbreath, secretary of the 
American Mining Congress, ‘The min- 
ing show in itself will lure every pro- 
gressive operator in. the country lo 
view the latest in machinery and life- 
saving appliances. Best of all, there 
will be an educational uplift for both 
the mining man and the public, 

Publloity Is Educational, 

“The mining industry believes that 
publicity is educational. The mining 
industry in the past has been the vic- 
tim of misunderstanding and ignor- 
ance. As a result of ‘all this, serious 
problems have arisen and aye are going 
to attempt to solve some of them at 
this great national’ rally. . Because of 
this  general.; misunderstanding. the 
burden of taxation upon the mining in- 
dustry in recent years has been so 
largely Increased In many states that 
the mining enterprises have ceased 
operation. In others an undue handi- 
cap has been placed upon competition 
with states operating under less bur- 
densome conditions, and in other states 
a double system of taxation ds re- 
quired, first upon the total value of 
the property, and, second, upon the 
oulput.. A careful discussion of this 
subject will be presented at the con- 
vention, and after a thorough discus- 
sion it is-hoped that the “convention 
will agree upon.a general theory upon 
which a proper system of taxation 
shall be based.”

‘Warden and Board of Control 
Change Things at Walla 
Walla 


Walla Walla, “Sept. 6—A_ astlate 
penitentiary that will almost support 
Itself is the-aim of Warden Henry 
Drnm and of the state board of contro), 
and they are changing things about in 
an effort to make this possible. 

The prison at present raises enough 
potatoes to last all winter, About 175 
tons will be stored this fall, The 
prison requires 1,000 pounds of the 
tubers a day. 

Thirty acres of the prison ground is 
planted to corn, thirty acres to pota- 
toes and forty acres will be put into 
alfalfa as soon as the remaining ground 
can be cleared. .The garden now sup- 
plies enough green stuff for the men 
and many roots to be used during the 
winter. The garden area will be en- 
larged in September when the jute mill 
js closed for repairs, the Jute mill men 
being put to work clearing the ground 

‘Po store the corn for feed during tho 
winter, Warden Drum plans conerete 
silos of special construction. He is 
also seeking some method of using aly 
falfa as silage. 


On the prison farm are 25 Iol- 
stoin cattia, and this herd Warden 
Drum hopes to increase to 60. ‘These 


cattle oan be fed the silage and when 

jhoy are past the milking stage can be 

made into meat He also wants a large 

herd of hogs for meat. The prison 

farm furnishes .oggs for the convicts, 

there being a large flock of chickens, 
/ * 
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Tobacco is now grown at ‘the institu- 
tion, and by another year there will 
be sufficient for the prisoners. Warden 
Drum expects to raise cane for sur- 
ghum and suzar beels for making of 
sugar eventually, : 

Under the new law jute bags can be 
sold at more of a profit than they have 
been, and the waste jute which 
amounts to about 800 pounds a day, 
Warden Dram says ‘can be made into 
building paper by combining it with an 
asphalt or tar preparation, 

The tailor shop at the prison now 
turns out clolhing for. inmates of all 
the state institutions, and in shop-row 
is made furniture, etc., for this and 
older places. 

All these things considered, Warden 
Drum says he believes the time when 
the prison will nearly support Itself is 
not far off.

Aldermen’ May and East De- 
nounce Proceedings of 
Special Committees 


SENSATIONAL SCENE AT 
KLEINWORTS. SESSION 


Mayor Takes Considerable 
Part in the Discussion, and 
is Asked Not to Make 
Speeches from the Chair, 


The scene enacted in the council cham- 
ber yesterday afternoon when Alderman 
May retired from hls seat and Alderman 
East withheld his vote on the Kleinwort 
agreement, was the most striking illus 
tration of the “steam roller’? system now 
being used by the mayor and his “rang? 
yet witnessed this year, 

Both these aldermen 
the secret meetings held by the special 
finance committee appointed with power 
to act, and challenged the mayor to pro- 
duce the minutes of the meetings, 

Ignoring a demand that the new agree- 
ment with Kleinworts be read for the bene- 
| fit of the aldermen outside of the ring, 
| the mayor's faithful five tnsisted on putting 
the question, 

This was dore and the motion was ap- 
}proved by Aldermen Livingstone, Douglas, 
Walsh, Smith and Calder, Aldermen East 
and May refusing to vote, 

According to the terms of the new agree- 
ment the city will receive $4,000,000 in 
Place of the $5,500,000 which should have 
been paid over had the original contraet 
been in force, ‘The price has also been 
reduced. froin 95 to 938, and the etty is 
required to pay interest on this money 
from May 1, The first: payment will be 
made as soon as the agreement‘is signed 
and will amount to $2,000,000, less the 
accrued interest, The second or. final 
payment will be paid on Deeember 1. 

“Tam not going to put myself in the 
position of voting against this agreement,” 
said Alderman May, “but [ can’t see how 
1 can vote for it. 1 never saw the first 
agreement and —T have not read this new 
agreement, The special finance committee 
delegated to themselves the power’ to-act, 
and { must therefore ask leave to be ex- 
cusd from voting one way or the other on 
this) bylaw.” 

Wiayor Makes Repyl. 

Mayor Short replied that not the cotn- 
mittee: but a majority of the counell had 
delegated this power to the committee, anil 
that he had never refused any information 
to any member of the council if it were 
asked for, x 

“This is the place that T ask for inftor- 
Tation, in the council chamber,’ — sald 
Alderman May, “and when 1] wanted to ask 
some questions last meeting 1 was gugged. 
1 don’t know what this special finance com- 
mittee has done, and would ike to get a 
copy of the minutes of the meetings." 

“The newspapers have given all’ infor- 
mation,” sald the mayor, 

“WHEL you give ome a copy 
minutes,” ‘pressed Alderman May, 
come to your office.” 

“1 will give you any information you 
ask for?” was the evasive reply, 

Alderman Livingstone made an open 
confession for the special finance com- 
mittee when he stated that “there were 
absolutely no minutes kept,’ and gave as 
a reason that there was nothing to minute, 

“As far as I can understand, there was 
no original agreement — with Kleinworts,” 
said Alderman. Livingstone, “but simply an

Imperlal’ Bank and Lloyds of London iad 
been Interviewed and they, together with 
others, recommended the city. to accept 
this. offer. , } 
Report Not Unanimous, 

The, mayor explained that the report of 
the coinmittee was not unaninious, but that 
they all agreed to accept the offer at this 
time, 

Alderman East took serious objection to 
the methods pursued by the special finance 
committee in their dealings with this mat- 
ter. He expressed his desire to attend as 
many committee meetings as possible and 
give his time to familiarizing himself with 
the business of the city, but the methods 
pursued by this committee had made it Im- 
possible for him to attend the meetings 
held in secret by the committee, For thts 
reason he stated that it would be impos- 
sible for Maz .to vote with this committee 
report. He recalled the incident when 
Alderman Smith had told the ecltizens what 
an advantage the civic centre — scheme 
would be, and then admitted later that he 
did not understand that it was a vote on 
a money bylaw, but thought it was simply 
a plebiscite, In ylew of this fact, Alder- 
man East sald that he could not put too 
much dependence in any reports brought 
in by this committee, and on which they 
asked the support of the other members 
or the counctl without even reading the 
agreement. 

“Alderman Walsh accused Alderman East 
of refusing to act on finance committees 
earlier in the year because he was not a 
man of finance, He also accused him of 
sitting on the fenca when the civic centre 
scheme was being voted on, 

These accusations were denied by Al- 
derman. East, who protested — In strong 
words against this attack by his colleague. 
“I took my stand at three public meetings 
and voted against it,” sald Alderman East, 
in-refuting the charge that he was on the 
fenco In the civic centro scheme, 

Alderman East Objects. 

‘The mayor then took a hand In tho ar- 
guments. by. remarking that the tactics of 
Aldermen East and May were simply “play- 
ing politics’? and not in the interests of 
the city, and that this ts the reason why 
they refused to vote on the agreement, 

Alderman East objected tq- tho mayor 
making speeches from the chair and in- 
sisted that ho take the floor if he had 
anything further to say, This the mayor 
refused to do, but instead he put tho quos- 
tion which decided that the city would be 
financed In the sum of $4,000,000 at 08, 
three points lower than tha first price of- 
fered and two points lowor than was real- 
ized on the previous payments.

Committee Was Appointed to 
Bring it Into Conformity 
ith National Or- 
ganization, 
MEETING LAST NIGHT 
* VERY ENTHUSIASTIC 


J. S, Weodworth, Secretary of 
the Association, Explained 
the Aims of the Movement 
to Interested Audience, 


A branch of the Canadian Weliure jcague 
was formed in Edmonton last night at a 
representative meeting held in the city 
hall, and a committee was formed to make 
the necessary arrangements for bringing 
the Edmonton branch Into conformity with 
the national scheme, which will be drafted 
by the league at a general meeting to be 
held in Winnipeg in the immediate future. 

The Canadian Welfare league {s a new 
movement which was formed in Winniper 
ast May, one of the main objects of which 
Is to provide a central Information bureat, 
from which news of the Jatest develon- 
ments in seeial work will be circulated 
throughout the country, J. S, Woodworth, 
secretary of the league, has been touring 
the west recently with the object of estab- 
lishing branches in Une different cities, be- 
fore the definite policy of the league is de- 
cided upon, At last night's mecting Mr, 
Woodworth fully explained the objects of 
the movement, 

“Canada,’’ said Mr, Woodworth, “has al- 


ready several grave social problems to 
solve. The hundreds of thousands of im- 
migrants whe are annually. flocking into 


the country, while they were adding to the 
Woulth and development of the dorninion, 
presented a serious problem, A large and 
ever-growing percentage of the newcomers 
were foreigners, and, With the rapidity 
with which they were inereasing, part of 
the government of the country would swt 
fall into the hands of the foreign ele- 
ment.” 

In support of his assertion, Mr. Wood- 
worth stated that bis own ward jn Winni- 
peg was represented, in the city couneil, 
by a Jewish and Ruthentan wderman, the 
housing question and infant mortality were 
alsa grave problems, said) Mr Woodworth, 
which required immediate solution, Even 
in Edmonton, he claimed that such prob- 
leis existed to amore or less marked de- 
gree, 


Lack of Knowledge, 

While the majority of people recornized 
that Such problems existed and were willing 
to do what they could to solve them, Mr, 
Woodworth stated that the Jack of know- 
ledge as to what remedial measures should 
be taken, in the great majority of cases, 
proved an insurmountable obstacle to any 
action being taken at all, Interested per- 
sons, ones. thelr attention had been ar- 
rested, were unable to find where the 
necessary tnformation. regarding. the solu- 
tion of social problems was,;to be obtained, 
andthe matier was allowed to drop. It 
was with Ute object of supplying that in- 
formation, sald Mr. Woodworth, that. the 
letgue had been founded. In addition to 
supplying preliminary advice, the central 
office would obtain reports of all the Jatesi 
developments in social work, both in Gan- 
ada, the United States and Europe, and for- 
ward it-to the different branches, 

M, S$, Booth, who presided, advised that 
some definite action be taken that even- 
ing, so that the matter would) not be al- 
lowed to fizzle oul, as similar movements 
had’ done in Edmonton in the’ past, 

Joseph Clarke, in supporting: the’ forma- 
tion of a braneh of the league in) Edmon- 
ton, stated that Ais experience in endeavor 
Ing to forward Social work had been that 
he was rebuffed by the very people who 
Were supposed to be “aust strongly in sup- 
port of reform, but whose personal tn- 
terests had been affected by the proposed 
teforms. Mr, Clarke added that) he tad 
had this experience in regard to” the 
movement to obtain a purer standard of 
mulk for the city. 

Or. Whitelaw Speaks. : 

Dry Whitelaw, medical health — officer, 
drew attention to a Jittle Known. phase of 
life in the city, Among a certain class 
of foreign resident when a man was, for- 
tunate in business and had made a few 
thousand dollars In real estate, said Dr, 
Whitelaw, the practice was very prevalent 
of building a large house with a basement 
attached. The owner of the house fur- 
wished it Juxuriantiy and lHved there with 
his family, at once retiring from business, 
The basement of the house he vented to 
his poorer. countrymen, charging 83 a 
month to each boarder for the privilege 
or sleeping underground, A large number 
of Galletuns were herded into. the’ one 
basement, and, In this way, the owner of 
the property could make from $40 to $50 a 
month in rentals, Dr, Whitelaw stated that 
although. there was no definite legislation 
on the matter he had {nstructed his inspec- 
fors to prohibit all men from sleeping In 
unsanitary basements, Dr, Whitelaw 
stated that he understod that a movement 
was on foot among the clty officials over 
him to stop the work of reform in this 
direction which he had begun, 

Ata previous meeting a preliminary com- 
mittee was appointed to appoint an execu: 
tive committee to carry out the work of 
organizing a branch of the league In Ed- 
monten, The committee reported that the 
following gentlemen had been appointed 
members of the executive committee: Dr. 
Tory, Dr. Riddell, M.S, Jennings, Dr, Dyde, 
Lieutenant-Goyernor Bulyea,* Mayor Short, 
H, C, Anderson C, L, Gibb3, H, H. Cooper, 
A. F, Ewing, Dr. H, Smith, A, F. Cushing,

Mr. Clark moved that the committee be

The concern’ will be: known as the 
Dominion Sanitary Fountain Co., Ltd., 
with a capital of $100,000 and will 
work under the Canadian and American 
patents on a drinking fountain secured 
by Mr, Partington—a device that has 
been insiantly approved by municipali- 
ties, architects, plumbers, — school 
boards, department stores and otlfers 
wherever demonstrated. It is now be- 
ing manufactured in» Spokane with 
great success, that place being the 
headquarters for subsidiary companies 
throughout the United States, Like- 
wise Medicine Wat will be the head- 
quarters for similar. companies 
tiiroughout Ganada. 

At the outset, Mr, Partington, on 
behalf of himself and association, 
agrees to spend $15,000 on buildings 
and equipment of the plant and to em- 
ploy from 40 ta 15 men. It will be a 
model plant in every respect, with 
everything about it in as sanitary and 
beautiful shape as possible—a beauty 
spot in Medicine Hat that visitors will 
be delighted to see. The buildings 
will be of brick, and no time will be 
lost in making the preliminary arrange- 
ments for the construction,

Gas Well Used by International 
Supply Company Has 
Been Cleaned; 


WELL WAS DRILLED FOUR 
YEARS AGO; SUPPLY GOOD 


Company taken 2,400,000,000 
‘Feet of Gas—Would Have 
Required 200,000 Tons of 
Coal to be Equal, | 


Medicine Hat, Alta, Sept. 6.—The 
International Supply ‘Co., of this. cily, 
has just finished’ some repairs to the 
gas well used dy the Alberta Glay Pro- 
ducts Co., Ltd., in the operation of 
that concern’s extensive works here. 
It was found that the well had been 
clogged up somewhat at the boltom, 
and since this was discovered the com- 
pany has been purchasing ils gas from 
the city. Now, however, il is in the 
best of condition and is onee more in 
use by the clay concern, furnishing all 
the gas required in the making of 
fireproofing, hollow block, sewer pipe, 
clc., for all parts of the. prairie pro- 
vinees, ‘The well now has its normal 
pressure and flow once more—between 
two and three million feet daily—and is 
as good as the day it was first used. 
W. R. Martin, in charge of the repair 
work for his company at the well, made 
some interesting notes regarding. this 
well, which is probably typical of the 
gas wells ‘in the Medicine Hat gas 
fields. : 

Four Years Old © 

It is now approximately four years 
since the weli was drilled by this 
municipality and placed at the dis- 
posal’ of the Alberta Clay Products Co. 
Figuring on the average flow of the 
well, Mr, Martin states that the well 
has furnished about  2,400,000,000 
feet of natural. gas in that time, which 
has been used In the making. of the 
wide variely of: products which this 
manufacturer has been turning out so 
easily. Another notable feature Is that 
if coal had been used by the company 
fo prodwe the same heating power, 
it would have required approximately 
200,000 tons of the black diamonds. 
If this coal could have been bought 
here for $5 per ton, {it would have 
meant a cost of a round million dollacs 
for fuel—to say nothing.of the attend- 
ance, shovelling, etc. 

However, as Medicine Hat thas a 
cal mine within half a mile of the 
clly limits from which coal can be had 
in large quantities for $4.50 per ton, 
at this price It would mean $350,000, 
or an average cost of over $7,000 
per month, which is inlerest on a pretty 
comfortable sum when capitalized at 
even six per cent. The Incident 
illustrates the economy with which 
Medicine Hat industries canbe and are 
being operated, and why mani@acturers 
are more and more investigating the 
agtanlases of this place as an industrial 
point.

this department of the civic adminis- 
tration, the general scope of the work 
done by George M, Hall and his staff 
is sel forth in this article, 

Mr, Hall ts a thorough-going, all- 
round business man. He has little re- 
spect for the man who thinks that a 
job-in the employ of the cily means 
Idleness and toing as little as possible 
fur the money. During his many years 
of experience it has been the privilege 
of Mr. Hall to get an insight into many 
of the occupations common to montals, 
from the plow to the editorial desk of 
one of the foremost publications in the 
United States, Ye has the faculty not 
only of getting wae most out of himself 
for whatever institution he happens lo 
be associated with, but he also knows 
how lo get the maximum amount of 
work out of those an] his department 
without overdoing ft. } 

It is not ateall unugual sto find the 
industrial: commissionep at his desk in 
the city hall at. 8:30 in the morning 
and often after 6 in. the evening. He 
takes a keen. interest jn whatever he 
undertakes, ‘and.is;juslscinterested in 
| talking of the affairs of*his olce as he 
is In  deseribing how he ehaneced — to 
shoot 24 ducks. ‘He quile frankly ad- 
mils that it was not due to luck at 
all, but to his sure aim. This iiu- 
strates the enthusiasm with which he 


undertakes -everything—whether It is 
business or sport. 
That a better idéa- may be 


gathered of the work done in ‘his de- 
partment, it will be considered under 
three. divisions—world-wide, provincial 
and local, These different branches of 
the work are itaken up and described 
in the above order, 

Described In Order, 

The world-wide branch of the work 
handled by the industrial commissioner 
consists of placing before capitalists 
the opportunities offered by Edmonton 
along many lines of industries. This 
work is accomplished in a number of 
ways. Perhaps one of the most effec- 
tive is the sending out of good pictures 
illustrative of the cily and -the sur- 
rounding country. <A special nate for 
these pictures has been secured from 
the makers, and this enables the de- 
partment to use them In large numbers 
{at aminimum cost. <A picture, if well! 
| taken, is a story in itself, and Is often 
more convincing than columns of news. 

As an instance of what may be tdone 
by the use of good views, some time 
agio a business man was going from a 
United States city to Vancouver. Be- 
fore he started his attention was at- 
tracted ‘by some good views of Edmon- 
ton sent out by the Industrial com- 
missioner, and decided to come to -Ed- 
monton. <A few days in the city con- 
vinced ‘him that this city was\ good 
enough. for him, and away ahead of 
anything ‘he hald ‘anticipated. He de- 
cided ito stay in the Edmonton district, 
and invested his money here, 

Value of Advertising. 

Another instance of the value of ad- 
ventising, if properly done, Is seen in 
the case of\the recent advertising cam-

Within the 15 minutes, 
Another Instance of Work. 

Another instance of the work done 
by Uhis department is.illustrated — in 
the case of an old country immigration 
agent who called on the industrial 
commissioner for some scenes from 
which to make lantern slides. Those 
on hand were not of a type suitable for 
making slides, and within a few hours 
he was taken out into ‘the surrounding 
districts, where hie took a selection of 
pictures in accordance with his own 
particular fancy. his sort of work is 
being done daily iby (his department, 
and while the results may not ‘be seen 
ina day, or a week, or even a year, yet 
in the Jong run it cannot help but 
mean the influx into Edmonton and ‘the 
surrounding districts of eltizens and 
capital that will mean much for the 
vapid developinent which Is sure to 
take place within the next few years. 

One of the most diMeult branches 
of the work is that of inducing manu- 
facturers {0 locate in Edmonton, While 
the country in a great measure speaks 
for itself as a great mixed farming 
section, yet in the case of the manu- 
facturer there are dozens of questions 
Which he myst have answered before 
he Mnally decidas. whether or noiche 
will Jonate, There is nothing obvious, 
and all must be proved to him—he 
wants to know about the raw material, 
Its quantity and quality, the cost of 
manufacturing, and whether or not ae 
can get the right kind of Jabor, Then 
he wants to know how the wages run 
and the cost of living in the cily, When 
this is answered, he propounds the 
question as to the cost of Hght and 
nower: if all of these can be made 
satisfactory, he still wants some assur- 
anee as to the probable demand for his 
particular Hne of goods, the price 
which he is likely to get, and whether 
he can gel eash or have to give a con- 
siderable amount of credit. His next 
problem is whether he can get suf- 
flelent help from the banks to carry 
him through, and if he would be suc- 
cessful in interesting local capital 

No Quesswork WIII Do. 

All. these queries and many more 
must be answered to his entire satis- 
faction—no guesswork will do. It is 
caod evidence that a man is worth 
while if he does ‘ask a multitude of 
questions, and—the exnerience of the 
department has ‘been that where men 
have asked for just such information 
they were tie Tian who really meant 
business and were not out to exploit 
the public, It has been one of the 
fnnedions of the Industrial commis- 
sjoner'’s oMee tio keep ‘fakirs away from 
the elty, and {n more than one instance 
this has been done. In one parlicular 
instance a man came along and wanted 
to raise $100,000 of local capital. Mr. 
Wall found out that he was not 
genuine, and was only out to rob the 
public. MWe was turned:down and his 
ottemmt frustrated, thus saving many 
citizens from losing money that they 
might otherwise have put into the 
scheme. 

That prospective manufacturers 
might learn at a glance just the exterht 
of the manufacturing concerns now 
making their own goods in the city, a 
room in the industrial convmtssioner’s 
offices has heen set anart for the pur- 
pose of pulling on dismay a sample of 
goods from every concern that manu- 
factures soods in the city. By so do- 
ing it will be possible for -visitors to 
see the quality and style of every line 
now manufactured iocally, and also 
help them to decide at a glance if 
there is likely to be an opening for 
the panticular line in which they are 
interested, ‘The manufacturers in the 
city are daking up this offer of free 
space to show their goods, and several 
spaces have been -filled, 

Scope of the Work, 

“The scope, of the work done dy this 
department in which the province /s 
especially benefited may best be- illa- 
strated by the recent arrangement with 
the railroads for special rates and the 
sending out of almost 1,000 men to 
work in the tharvest flelds in different 
sections all over ‘dhe province, A 
special rate of one cent' per mile was 
arranged with the railroads, and this 
fact made known to ‘the public through 
the press. The value of this service 
to Edmonton ‘and to the province — at 
largo can scarcely be over-estimated, 
It not only meant that those in need of 
immediate help to harvest the crop 
were pul in touch with men, dul it also 
relieved the cily of having many hun- 
dreds of men on the streets looking 
for work.

into difficulty, and the men themselves 
have been helped not only to get work, 
but also to get on their feet at some- 
thing that will be a benefit to them 
morally as well as physically. There 
is no Deller employment for an able- 
bodied man than to engage in helping 
with the work in connection with ‘the 
harvesting of the crop. It takes men 
away ‘from places where temptations | 
are thickest and gives them an oppor- 
tunity to overcome habits that have 
been contracted while in) such sur- 
roundings. 

Another most important work that 
is being done by this department for 
the special benefit of the province, and 
particularly the central portion of it, 
is that covered by the Central Alberta 
Development league, In direct charge 
of this work ds J. L, Porte, a man who 
has had over 30 years’ experience in 
agricultural pursuits In the vicinity of 
Rdmonton. Mr, Porte knows Central 
Alberta. like a book, and he ts 
thoroughly conversant wilh the crops 
that can be raised in this province. 

Duties of Mr. Porte, 

At the present {ime Mr. Porte {s in 
eharge of an exhibstion of grasses, 
grains and vegetables grown in. dif- 
ferent sections of Central Alberta, afd 
now being exhibited at the Toronto ex- 
hibition. The importance and the 
scope of the interest taken in the 
'roronto exhibition may not be familiar 
to many of the cilizens of Edmonton, 
but it is the one exhibition In Canada 
that draws people from all parts of 
the continent. A better idea will be 
gathered of its attractiveness when ft 
is remembered that the Labor Day at- 
tendanee was over 200,000, and that 
the total attendance at the exhibition 
thiS year {[s expected to go well over 
the million mark, 

The ‘interest taken in the west, not 
only in the svonderful exhibits bul 
also in the literature supplied, is 
wonlhy of note at the Toronto exhibl- 
tion. There are thousands of farmers 
in attendance from the middle and 
Western states. They see the -pro- 
ducts of the soil, take home their im- 
pressions and advertising matter tell- 
ing them in detail Just what can be} 
done in the west, and in very many 
cases they decide to sell the old farm 
and take up new land in the great 
west. y 
At the close of the Toronto exhibi- 
tion Mr. Porte will attend a ‘big agri- 
cultural fair in Peoria, [. This. fair 
is attended largely by well-to-do 
farmers who go in for fanming on a 
large scale. These wealthy farmers 
ean sell their land for from $100 to 
$200 an acre, and buy land equally as 
good in Alberta from $20 to $50 an 
acre, The rapid increase in this land 
may best be ilustrated by ‘a concrete 
case where a farmer three years ago 
Yought a quarter section and paid $28 
an acre for it. He sold it recently for 
875 an acre. Another farmer bought 
80 aeres in Alberta‘a few years ago, 
and recently he was offered $10,000 
an refused tt for his land, This man 
caine from Iowa three years ago, and 
slates. that he las made more money 
in that time in Alberta than he made 
in all the 80 years that ‘the spent in 
lowa,

One 
Nady wants to kniow ff potatoes ean 
be purchased on the market, another 
lady wants to know where the pound 
is that she might get her dog oul, and 
still another lady wants to know 
where ghe should go to pick wild 
flowers, While these are periaps 
among the most humorous, yet they 
represent the inquiries tirat are con- 
linually being made by the pudlic, 

That the public may be served wilh 
all the information available, the offices 
of the industtlal commissioner are 
open daily, exoept Sunday, from 8:30 
am, to 6 p.m. 

The other invpontant ranch of the 
work done locally by this department 
is the reception and entertainment of 
Visilors to the city. Almost every 
week some Important delegation of 
prominent men are in the cily, and 
sometimes there are several parties in 
one week, ‘Mat ‘the good name of the 
city may De upheld, and these dele- 
gales sent away with a good impres- 
sion of the city and of the hospitality 
of the oMeials, it Is only right that 
they hould be taken care of in an 
oficial capacity by some representative 
of the city, whose duty it should be 
to make all arrangements and see that 
everything is done as it should be, 
This work is taken care of by the in- 
dirstrial commisstoner, As soon as the 
mayor or commissioners receive  in- 
formation of the coming of prominent 
men to the cfly, the itmformation is 
turned over to dhe Industrial commis- 
sioner, and le makes the fitting pre- 
parations for an official weleome on 
the part of the elfy and arranges to 
meet the visitors on their arrival al fhe 
depot, if such be deomed wise. ~ 

In many eases visilors are shown 
about the etty in-automobiles and diven 
a luncheon or banquet, Where sueh 
Is deemed to be the proper form of 
entertainment, arrangements are made 
accordingly by Mr, Mall, who sees to 
It that nothing fs omitted and no op- 
portunity given for visitors to go away 
with the impression that the citizens 
of Edmonton, and particularly the pub- 
lle servants, are not very hospitable. 

Mie distribution of literature is an- 
other branch of the work that gives

of tradesmen and mechanies, Attention Is 
called to the fact that the advertising me- 
thod employed by various publicity bur- 
eaus have resulted in a large increase In 
the stream of immigration” which has 
flooded the labor markets of the various 
cities in Canada, and especially the western 
cities, to such an extent that there are a 
certain number of unemployed in’ every 
city of any size. Extracts from some of 
the western newspapers in support of the 
statement regarding the serious outlook for 
the autumn and winter are quoted in the 
circular whieh ts signed by the President, 
Vice-President and Seeretary of the Trades 
and Labor Congress.

Coal mining was car- 
ried on to about the same extent as last 
month. Railroad construetion was active. 


Medicine Hat 


The general conditions of labor for July

On July 14 tho brieklayers and masons 
union came out on strike for an increase in 
wages, “So far dittle progress has been | 
made, and 300° men are on strike at pre- 
sent will have to be dismissed shortly owing 
labor owing to financtal stringency, ‘The 
city has not been able to carry out a aah 
of the elvic work planned for the year, and 
have the names of at Jeast a thousand men 
walting for employment.
